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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: As cited, Tackbary teaches use of tabs as 
illustrated in Fig. 8. The Examiner did not alter claim language. Tackbary teaches multiple views presented in a browser interface. A 
defined region on a single page can change while other data on the same web page remain constant. Tackbary teaches active linking of 
objects within a textual context. The Examiner recommends claim language that clarifies the claimed invention. Though not relied upon, 
tabbed views of information are old and well-known in the software application arts.Product data is just information. Creating multiple 
views of various size, shapes, layering, tiling are old and well-known in the arts. The Examiner suggests the Applicant consider a 
telephonic interview for further discussions. 
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
